HIS GHOSTSHIP IS YERY WARY.

West Philadelphia is shocked, startled .nd alarmed. 

Good, dear, old, staid West Philadelphia is on the 
verge of hysteria. 

And all because of a spook. Spooks are not common 
in West Philadelphia, and as a result folks are not used 
to them. Ghosts are very rare. This ghost seems to 
have had an especial affinity for the family of Dr. 
George H. Cook, Medical Director of the United States 
Navy, and who was chief of the medical staff which 
made the memorable tour of the world with General 
Grant, shortly after his second term as President was 
concluded. 

It is a weird and mysterious tale, and concerning 
people of such conspicuous position as these is worthy 
of more attention than most stories of the kind. 

During the absence of Dr. Cook on the Baltimore dur- 
ing the Chilian war, Mrs. Cook rented No. 3,210 Spen- 
cer Terrace, moving in with her family, a colored man 
servant anda chambermaid. When the servant was 
cleaning the range out in the cellar a quantity of charred 
bones was found, and towards night mysterious sounds 
were heard in the third story back room similar to 
those made by a sewing machine. 

On the day following the colored man accused the 
servant girl, Carrie Weens, of knocking at the door of 
his bedroom, 

She denied it. The colored man’s tale of woe in- 
creased on the succeeding day, and at the breakfast 
table he declared that some person, natural or uu- 
natural, had entered his bedroom at night and taken 
his night gown, going out of the room again as noise- 
lessly as it had entered. This same experience fell to

She said that while in the room reaching 
for the article for which she was sent an 
arm had been placed around her waist. 
She described minutely the black sleeve, 


white cuff, small, round, gold cuff button, I i 


and even the hand. She said she screamed 
and looked around, but could see nobody 
inthe room. Five minutes later servant 
girl Carrie Weens reported having un- 
dergove a precisely similar experience. 

Mrs. Cook one evening during the 
month of November, while sitting in the 
library with her children, saw the arm 
and hand described by her daughter and her servant in 
the adjoining room. She shouted ‘“‘who’s there!” and 
receiving no reply, went into the room and made a 
thorough inspection, but failed to find anything. Mrs. 
Cook said that it was impossible for a person to get 
out of the room, as the windows were all shut, and 
the only door entering it was that which led from the 
room in which she was sitting. A few nights after- 
wards, while sitting in the same room,a newspaper 
was suddenly knocked from her hands, and, looking 
up, she saw the arm and the hand disappear in the dis- 
tance. 

Her son, a boy of eight, was lying on a rug some dis- 
tance away from her, and about ten minutes after her 
unpleasar.t experienee he screamed out: “Oh, mamma, 
somebody is pulling my foot!’ 

The doctor’s wife, the cbildren and the servant on 
several occasions saw a figure covered with a black 
crepe veil standing under the gaslight in the second- 
story room, whicb figure would disappear when one of 
the occupants of the house approached it. 

Mrs. Cook mentioned the facts to a neighbor who had 
resided in the street for many years. This person 
declared that several of the former tenants had been 
known to Jeave suddenly at night, although no cause 
was given for their abrupt departure. 

A few days ago some gentlemen went to the house 
and made a thorough investigation of it, from the attic 
to the cellar, but failed to find anything that would ac- 
count forthe very queer goings on. The Cooks had 
enough, however, and they moved out of the place as 
quickly as possible.

Kentucky, the land of fast horses, beautiful women 
and numerous killings, has just been the scene of an- 
other crime. This time the slaughter occurred in Ver- 
sailles and as a result one man is dead and the other is 
dying. The wounded man is Col. Henry C. Roden- 
baugh, proprietor of the Hotel Woodford. The dead 
ove was bis son James. The man who handled the re- 
volver with such deadly effect is William Newton 
Lane, of Mount Sterling, Ky. 

On the morning of the killing Lane went to Versailles. 
He had evidently been on a big drunk. 

He entered the Woodford Hotel about noon and 
asked fora room. He was given the room, where he 
slept until 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
At that hour he came downstairs and 
met James Rodenbaugh, the son, in the 
hallway. Lane wasin a bad humor. 
He asked the young man the amount 
of his bill, and upon receiving an an- 
swer began abusing Rodenbaugh. Their 
words soon led to blows, and then both 
men drew their revolvers. Lane’s first 
shot struck Rodenbaugh in the neck 
and pierced the jugular vein. 

Almost at the same instant that Lane 
fired Rodenbaugh's revolver was dis- 
charged. The bullet lodged in Lane’s 
left side. With the blood gushing from 
bis throat Rodenbaugh fell backward 





id dead. As he fell his father opened the

door. Lane turned upon the old man and fired, the bul- 
let striking him in the mouth and lodging in the back 
ot his Lead. As he was falling Lane fired again. The 
second bullet lodged in Rodenbaugh’sspine. He dropped 
to the floor by the side of his son. 

Casting a glance at his victim, Lane walked out of 
the hotel. He was arrested on the corner by Officer 
Collins. An examination at the jail showed that Lane 
had been wounded in the left side, near the shoulder. 
The extent of his [njury has not been determined.

Most Successful Raid Ever Made 
by Government Agents, 


BROCKWAY WAS ONE OF THEM 


4] were Said to be Interested in Making 
Bills of Big Denomination. 


END OF A THREE YEARS’ MAN HUNT. 


————___-@> ee 


The greatest haul of coufterfeiters which has ever 
been made by the United States Secret Service men was 

sade a short time ago by Chief Hazen and his aides in 
illoboken and New York City. 

The leaders of the gang were Dr. O. E. Bradford, who 
vas ostensibly a dentist at 514 Third avenue, New 
York, and who has a State’s prison record, and old 
William E. Brockway, the noted counterteiter, who 
returned to his trade at the age of seventy-three, 
iithough he had a thirty-year sentence, imposed in 
188 ), hanging over his head to be putin force should 
he ever be arrested again for counterfeiting an obligation 
of the United States. 

The information about this gang of counterfeiters was 
first sent to the Government in March, 1893. Some 
person in Farmington, Me., sent word to Secretary 
Carlisle that there were persons in that neighborhood 
who were prepared to issue a large number of counter- 
f-it $100 and $500 bills. The information said that 
the counterfeiters would use fibre paper. ‘lhe infotma- 
tion appeared to be accurate, and the details were such 
that Secretary Carlisle instructed Mr. Drummond, then 
(bief of the Secret Service, to spare no efforts or ex- 
peuse in hunting down these counterfeiters. 

Chief Drummond set every branch of the’ service at 
work, and his men worked. tirelessly without locating 
any ofthe gang or even ascertaining that there had 
been counterfeiting in that locality. 

There was still an idea in the Treasury Department 
that this gang was at work, and when,on February 1, 
1894, Chief William P. Hazen relieved Chief Drum- 
mond of the command of the service among other

valuable points which were imparted to him was the 
information, such as it was, which the Treasury Depart- 
nent had of this gang of counterfeiters. 

The counterfeiters were not going to resort to any 
petty methods of distributing spurious money, but were 
going to confine their operations to counterfeiting notes 
of the highest denomination. Chief Hazen had the 
same instructions as his predecessor, that is, he was in- 
formed that the Government would stand any expense 
to locate the gang and get the plates. 

As a result of his labors Chiet Hazen succeeded in ar- 
resting five of the principal members of the gang. One, 
however, Dr. Bradford, who is supposed to be leader 
and chief agent of the gang, slipped through the hands 
of two secret service officials and made good his es- 
cape. 

The persuns arrested are William E. Brockway, alias 
Col. E. W. Spencer; Mrs. Libby Libbie Smith, William 
i. Wagner, Adolph Smith and Sidney Smith, the latter 
.0 engraver and a son of Charles Smith, the noted bond 
ind note forger. 

Chief Hazen located the headquarters of the gang him- 
self at 542 Ann street, West Hoboken. When he ar- 
rived here, about two weeks ago, he took the entire New 
York force of the Secret Service Department, Agents 
Ragg, Esquirell, Callaghan, Owen, Burns and Flynn. 
To them he explained the plan by which the counter- 
feiters were to be captured. 

The headquarters is near Schuetzen Park, Union Hill. 


- Chief Hazen expected to bag the whole gang in this 


house, and thus connect all with the counterfeiting. The 
\ouse is a three-story frame cottage in a most quiet part 
f Hoboken. 

They spent all day Sunday watching the house, and 
it 5:45 the chief decided to make the raid. The detec- 
lives surrounded the house. and the chiefand a couple 
‘nore entered and put all the occupants under arrest. 

Those in the house were Mrs. Smith, Wagner and 
Adolph Smith. The detectives searched the house for 
the “mill” and found a room on the second floor, in the 
rear, with the door locked. 

They burst open the door, and inside found a com- 

ete counterfeiting den. There were a printing press,a 

imber of bottles containing acids used by counterfeit- 
rs, and various other apparatus. 
A large quantity of genuine fibre paper was also 
vind. It was cut in the size of Government notes. 
Another find was bank notes, which, ifgenuine, would 
© worth $200,000, all of the $100 denomination, of the 
Bank of Montreal. Can. These were printed on one side 








only—that is, the face side. The plate for the face side 
was also found. 

Another batch was counterfeit notes representing 
$400,000 worth of $500 gold certificates. with the vig- 
nette of President Lincoln. These were printed on the 
reverse side only. There were, however, $5,000 
worth of these gold certificates which were complete 
except for the numbering. It is supposed that when 
this amount was completed the plate showed signs of 
detect, and was sent back to the engraver to be 
touched up. There was also a $200 ruling machine in 
the den. 

From the woman's statements it was learned that the 
fibre paper was made right in the house. Specimens 
confiscated were 
pronounced by ex- 
perts to be the 
finest ever made 
by counterfeiters. 

Chief Hazen did 
not take away his 
prisoners as soon as 
he had placed 
them under arrest, 
but he left several 
of his detectives 
guarding them and 
set a mousetrap for 
anybody who 
should attempt to 
get into the house. 
He then came to 
New York on the 
trail of Dr. Brad- 
ford. 

He had previous- 
ly arranged for the 
shadowing ot Brad- 
ford, and had no 
difficulty in locat- 
ing him. 

The doctor had a 
flat on the second 
floor on Third ave- 
uue, near Thirty- 
fourth street, the 
front part of which 
he used as his 
dentist's office. 
The other rooms 
were apparently 
sleeping rooms for 
his housekeeper 
and assistants. Chief Hazen arrived at the flat at 645 
on Saturday night. He saw Dr. Bradford and told him 
he was under arrest for counterfeiting. 

“The Government has spent a great deal of money t» 
get you,” said Chief Hazen. 

“Well, I'm not glad to see you,” replied Dr. Brad- 
ford, who was very nervous and in a cold perspiration. 
“Well, I’m mighty glad to see you,” said the chief. 

Then Chief Hazen, not having arrested Brockway, 
decided to keep Bradford under guard, fearing that if 
he took him toa police station the matter might be- 
come public and Brockway be warned. So he remained 
in the flat until 11:45 that Saturday night. 

In the flat at the time of the capture were a handsome 
young woman named Reynolds, who acted as Brad- 
ford’s housekeeper, and two other attendants, asstst- 
ants of Bradtord’s in his business as a dentist. They 
were also detained by the secret service men. 

Chief Hazen left Detectives Calligan and Burns on 
guard. Calligan was stationed in the front part of the 
flat and Burns in the rear room. The doors were 
locked and the detectives had the keys. Chief Hazen 
went to bed, expecting that the other persons would 
be arrested on Sunday, when their arrest would attract 
the least attention. At 7:15 o’clock Sunday morning 
he went back to Bradford’s flat and found only Calligan 
there. Calligan said that the doctor had escaped. He 
said that he and Burns were at a loss to know how he 
gotout. He said they had only discovered it a short 
time previous, and Burns had started to scour the 
neighborhood for him. Burns came back aud said he 
couldn't find him, Chief Hazen said that both Calligan 
and Burns had been ordered to make written reports, 
which will be acted upon. Calligan was the oldest man 
in point of service in this department. 

Brockway was arrested at 7o’clock Monday night 
at his house in Avenue D and taken to Jersey City, 
where, with the 
others, be was locked 
up in the Hudson 
county jail. 

The engraver of 
the gang was Sidney 
Smith, of 4 West 
Fourteenth street, 
New York. At his 
place avas found a 
counter plate for a 
$100 Bank of Mon- 
treal note and a cop- 
per plate for the re- 
verse side of the 
$500 gold certificate 
found in West Ho- 
boken. Smith ad- 
mitted that he knew ~ 
Brockway and Dr. 
Bradford. 

Bradford comes 
from Farmington, 
Me. He is said to be 
wealthy. He operat 
ed a large office in 
Third avenue and 
had two assistants. 
He was once in Sing 
Sing for a malprac- 
tice case, and was 
pardoned by Gov. 

Hill. He is said to 


Glasson. He has been one of the most shadowed men 
in New York, at one time, it is said, eight men being 
afterhim. But nothing sufficiently definite could be 
found against him. 

Brockway was arrested in Brooklyn by the United 
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States authorities, October 22, 1880, charged, with a 
contederate, with forging and uttering $204,000 United 
States six per cent. coupon bonds of the denomination 
of $1,000, and also a number of United States Treasury 
notes. Brockway was convicted on evidence furnished 
by Charles Smythe, who was arrested with him, and 
he was sentenced to thirty years’ imprisonment by 
Judge Benedict of the United States Circuit Court. He 
offered to surrender all his plates and other counter- 
feiting apparatus and to give information about other 
schemes to defraud the Government and sentence was 
suspended on the understanding that if he was ever 
arrested for counterfeiting any obligation of the United 
States the thirty years sentence would be put in force. 
He was arrested 
again in New York 
on November 10 
1883, for forging 
Morris & Essex 
Railroad bonds 
and was sentenced 
by Recorder 
Smythe to five 
years in State 
prison. His sen- 
tence expired Aug- 
ust 4, 1887. 

Brockway is a 
tall, thin Yankee. 
He was born in 
Connecticut in 
1822. He wasan 
engraver by trade. 
He has been count- 
erfelting and forg- 
ing since 1850. 
He studied chemis- 
try at Yale College. 
He is likely now to 
end his days in 
prison, Lately, the 
New York police 
say, he has been 
known as @& man- 
ufacturer of ink 
and glue on the 
East side of that 
city. 

The four mem- 
bers of the gang, 


MRS. LIBBIE SMITH under big bail, 


were held by 

United States Com- 
missioner Romaine in Jersey City. Brockway was 
brought down from Police Headquarters handcuffed 
to Detective Esquirell, of the Secret Service. He 
protested against the irons, but it availed him nothing. 
Wagner and Sidney Smith were handcuffed together. 

In the Commissioner's office they were ranged in a 
row. The handcuffs were not unclasped. Brockway 
showed not the least sign of nervousness. He wore a 
loose-fitting black suit, small black bow tie and a badly 
damaged straw hat. Chief Hazen, of the Secret Service, 
and Detective Bagg, the clever head of the local detec- 
tive agency, sat facing him at the side of the Commis- 
siouer’s desk. When he saw them, Brockway riveted 
his peculiar dark eyes on them, and his gaze remained 
fixed on the officers until the hearing closed. United 
States District Attorney Beekman was there, represent- 
ing the prosecution. 

Commissioner Romaine first read the charges to 
Brockway. They were that plates and bills in simill- 
tude of United States currency were found in his posses- 
sion, in violation vf Section 5,430 of the Revised 
Statutes; and also bills in imitation of foreign currency, 
Canadian money, in violation of another section. 

The Commissioner, in reading the complaint, desig- 
nated the notes as imitations of $500 and $100 United 
States gold certificates. Brockway looked up at this 
and in a low voice said : 

“The $500 note found in my pocketis a genuine 
note. Send-it.to the Treasury Department and you 
will find this to be so. The Canadian money is also 
genuine. I[ got it at a discount.” 

Brockway’'s statement was not disputed by Chief 
Hazen. The $500 is a good note, but the important 
part it plays in the enterprise was disclosed later. The 
charge.did not involve the genuineness of this bill at 
all. Brockway simply made the bluff that he thought

Concerning the 
story that the paper 
found in the posses- 
sion of William 
Brockway and his 
gang was stolen or 
obtained through the 
collusion of an em- 
ploye of the Govern- 
ment mill at Dalton 
is denied by Messrs. 
Crane, owners and 


managers of the alll, | 


who for years have had a Government contract for the 
paper used for Government and State bank notes and 
bonds. Their mill is located at Coltsville, three miles 
from East Pittsfield, and is under the same protection 
as the Treasury Department at Washington. Every 
sheet of paper is counted three times, registered, packed 
and sealed, and on its arrival in Washington it goes 


through the same process before a receipt is given. |

Morris Park represents an outlay of something like $2,000,000. It 
is a most expensive property, and it is hardly to be expected, even 
under the most favorable circumstances, that the coming meeting 
can avoid a deficit, although there is no doubt that the gentlemen at 
the head of affairs will ultimately place the Westchester Association 
ona paying basis. The action of the Jockey Club therefore in 
assaming financial risks in the interest of racing is most commend- 
able, and will undoubtedly invite the hearty support of horse owners 
and the public alike.

A very determined effort will be made shortly 
to give a boom to interest in professional billiards in America. This 
will be done by trying to induce the French billiard stars of the 
first rank to take part in international billiard tourneys in this city, 
Chicago, Boston and Cincinnati during the coming winter. Pro- 
fessional billiards are about at a standstill in Paris and New York, 
and it is absolutely essential that something or other should be done 
to give billiard lovers some kind ofa treat. It isn’t an easy matter 
to accomplish. The experiment of bringing over Edouard Fournil, 
the Paris bon-vivant, last winter, was not calculated to fill anybody 
with enthusiasm. Fournil came over all right under contract to 
play matches with the American stars, and when he got here they 
wouldn't play, or they didn't play, which amounts to the same dis- 
heartening thing. However, the managers are going to let that ex- 
periment slide and goin afresh. It has been frequently asserted 
that international tourveys with French talent pitted against the 
American skill at cushion carroms and balk line would draw a pay- 
ing amount of public patronage in New York, Chicago and Boston, 
and if it turns out upon thorough investigation that this is really so, 
then the French stars will be here. Most of them are in Spain now 
trying to revive the success of the academy games that the French 
police knocked the life out of because betting was allowed in the 
Paris cafes on the matches. 

Schaefer's recent sad mishap in beeaking his right wrist in being 
flung from a cable car in Chicago is likely to figure as a big element 
in the success of the proposed international tourney. The fracture 
was so bad that two pieces of bone had to be removed by the sur- 
geons from the billiardist's arm, The doctors really fear that this 
may permanently stiffen the Wizard's right wrist, and that catas- 
trophe would put a quietus forever on his further participation in 
billiard matches. This would be a staggering blow to billiards, but 
billiard lovers hope that things are not so hopeless as this, They 
confidently expect that Ives, Schaefer, Slosson and Daly will be on 
deck to meet two or three French experts in a serics of rousing good 
cue battles with the advent of cold weather.

That isa very interesting controversy Presi- 
dent Byrne has brought by his opinion as to New York's right to 
contest for the Temple Cup this fall, irrespective of the position the 
team may hold in the pennant race. The general impression was 
that the first and second teams would fight it out and gather in the 
incidental gate receipts, which would be large in view of the very 
narrow margin by which the flag will be won this year. But the 
Brooklyn maguate, who was Mr. Temple's right-hand man in settling 
the conditions of the trophy, says that 1895's champions will have to 
play the Giants forthe possession of the cup, and advances some 
very specious arguments to back up his decisi He tends that 
New York won the trophy fairly and squarely from the champion 
Baltimores Jast October, and that from the true sportsman's view no 
team can gain possession thereof without playing the holders. The 
conditions read that the team winning the cup three times becomes 
the owner. 

If Mr. Byrne's opinion holds, the series will be a farce, Say, for 
iustance, that Cleveland wins this year's pennant, with Baltimore 
second. The present outlook is that the firstand second clubs will 
be so close together that the last two games of the season will decide 
the winner. Naturally, all the baseball enthusiasts of the interested 
cities would flock to see Cleveland and Baltimore fight itout. The 
fact that Baltimore won the championship last seasun and lost the 
Temple Cup series would iend a greater interest. The attendance 
would be enormous. But how many persons would go to see Cleve- 
land and New York contest for the trophy if, as now seems probable, 
the Giants finish in the second division? There would be no inter- 
est, no significance, to the games. 
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Followers of international athletics and ad- 
mirers of the New York Athletic Club were highly elated revently 
when it was learned that John V. Crum, the celebrated Iowa sprin- 
ter, would carry the Winged Foot in the match races against the 
London Athletic Club on Sept. 21 at Manhattan Field. 

For some time the New York Athletic Club officials have been 
trying to secure Crum, but there was an obstacle to the prospect, be- 
cause Crum had promised the Chicago Athletic Association that he 
would run for them at the National Championships, Sept. 14, and, 
according to the present rules of the A. A. U., a man cannot repre- 
sent two clubs in the same month. But the long-headed officials 
and those of the Mercury foot organization, who are above petty 
prejudices and ignorant jealousies, appealed to the A. A. U. govern- 
ing body to grant them special legislation.

Previously he bad rented a table at No, 9 Congress 
street, where the layers settle, and accepted the money of a number 
of bettors as a deposit for them to draw against during the races. 
He also took all the cash offered him at the track. 

After the races on the day in question, Mr. Redmond, his new 
clothes, his smile and his money-bag disappeared, together with all 
the bettors’ money. The one thing he failed to take with him, how- 
ever, was his trunk. Before the last race he gave one of his clerks 
$35 to pay his bill at the American House and to send his trunk to 
the depot.

Has professionalism really come to stay ? is the 
question that is agitating the minds of the followers of the wheel 
throaghout the length and breadth of the iand. America isa coun- 
try of speed. Ics general growth in business industries and even 
private lifeis rapid. Living, as we do, in the midst of racing in all 
pursuits, ifs germs, as it were, are planted in us young, and there 
Even to those who physically are unable to compete there 
is pleasure in seeing others win name and fame in the pursuits from 
which they are debarred. Heretofore, amusement in this line, with 
a few exceptions. has been furnished by amateurs of two classes, the 
‘‘pure”’ and ‘‘otherwise,"’ and therein lies the trouble. 

To the uninitieted there is no difference between the man who re- 
odives a salary from a maker aud rides for prizes, such as gold 
watches, diamonds and horses and carriages, and the man who rides 
for acash prize. To them, both are professionals, Not so, however, 
to the manufacturer—that all powerful being behind the throne of 
racing. Until the last few weeks he has entirely refused to counte- 
nance the out-and-out professional in any way; but a few of the 
makers’ amateurs, who knew their power and preferred winning 
$100 in Uncle Sam's greenbacks to « so-called $100 prize, with an 
actual value of about $40, took the bit in their teeth and jumped the 
ranks of impure amateurs and became honest professionals. The 
results so far, outside of New York, have been fully up to expecta- 
tions. In New York, while not a success, it can hardly be called a 
failure, as there have been a great many obstacles to overcome.

Noth- 
ing, however, can be twisted around to lie so thoroughly as figures, 
and it is a fruitiess aad sorry task this trying to solve an equation 
in which the value of ‘‘x"’ is given neither on one side nor the other. 
When British yachtsmen know nothing, or perilously near to noth- 
ing, of their own cup challenger, it is just as well for Americans to 
draw in their horns, and furthermore to wait till they are out of the 
woods before they begin to halloo. 

The photographs and descriptions of Valkyrie III printed so far 
only show on what principles of naval architecture and theories to 
boot George Watson has built his boat, How those principles and 
theories will work out in practice remains to be seen.

Britannia, as the boat that has met both Vigilant and Valkyrie, 
is, of course, a most important factor in the calculations of those 
gentlemen who are summarily disposing of the America Cup on 
form. But these same gentlemen, while gloating on the improve- 
ment in Vigilant since 1894, which renders her defeats by Defender 
even more conspicuous and reassuring, have not allowed fora com- 
mensurate improvement in Britannia. That the Prince of Wales’ 
cutter is a far faster boat than when she met Vigilant is as certain 
as that the ex-cup defender herself has improved. This improve- 
ment to Britannia renders the problem a pretty complex one. With 
both boats tuned up to concert pitch it would be a bold map that 
would lay odds on Vigilant's being over five minutes faster than 
Britannia in all-around weather over the America Cup course. Say 
Defender can beat Vigilant ten minutes in 30 miles, a gain of a min- 
ute every three miles. In a fifty-mile course and with a fair breeze’ 
Valkyrie beat Britannia nearly nineteen minutes, a gain of much 
less than half a minute a mile, which was given as her excess speed 
in her first race. ; 

This gives Defender an apparent margin of advantage, but what 
Mark Twain said of dreams holds good with margins. You can't 
gamble on them except they be of the Wall street kind, Moreover, 
with twelve tons of lead ballast ated to keep her on her feet, and 
with her top hamper lightened, Valkyrie may develop unsuspected 
strength in what at present is acknowledged to be her weak point— 
sailing in a stiff breeze. All in all there has been nothing learned so 
far about the cup challenger to make us think she is easy game, and 
it will be time for the American eagle to scream when that precious 
but homely old piece of silverware, the America Cup, is left safe in 
the lockers of the New York Yacht Club for him to scream over.

The individual upon whom has devolved 
the duty of disseminating news about the big fight in Texas aud 
the happenings in relation to it, has won my admiration.

If it isa’t an anti-pugilistic mass meeting, 
the preachers are doing something; else Attorney-General Crane 
finds an opportunity to tear himself away from his onerous official 
duties to tell the people what he knows about the law; then Governor 
Culberson gets in his fine work and when he lays off for a breathing 
spell Mayor Holland states why the fight should be permitted to take 
place. I wasatthe point of wondering if last week would be per- 
mitted to go by without a flare-up and the usual band accompani- 
ment, when lo, along came the usual, in the shap: of a proclamation 
from the graud mogul and high muck-o-muck of the club, Dan 
Stuart. He getsin an all-around rap, terse, crisp and characteris- 
tie of the man, Hesays: “Newspapers and individuals have had 
considerable to say of my defiance of the Governor. Now, I wish 
to be understood clearly and distinctly on that point. Neither 
myself nor the Florida Athletic Club are defying the Governor or any 
one else. I have gone ahead, relying on the advice of my attorneys 
that there will be no law on the statule books of Texas after Septem- 
ber 1 prohibiting glove contests. It is certainly not an act of 
defiance to attend to one’s own business. After September 1, if it is 
decided that there is a law agalast glove contests, then } shall seek 
other pastures. In the past, since the controversy has arisen, I have 
stated positively and unequivocally that my agreement to pull of 
this championship contest will be carried out. The champions are 
as certain to meet as the ides of October roll around. Defiance to 
the Governor, to the law, is another thing. Newspapers may have 
their say and individuals may talk, but the managers of the Florida 
Athletic Club have not and will not defy any one. They are not in 
the defying business. They are governed by the advice of able and 
experienced lawyers, who have given much time to investigation of 
the case."’ 

Mr. Stuartis a week or two behind me with his argument, but I 
won't censure him for stealing my thuuder. I have all along con- 
tended that the new law relating to prize fighting, which goes into 
effect on September 1, nullifies the law enacted in 1891, which makes 
it a misdemeanor for two men to fight unless an occupation tax was 
paid. Under the new law glove contests are permissible and 
nobody has the right to stop them. “The greatest legal minds in the 
State of Texas have been engaged in analyzing the law and their 
advice to Stuart is to go ahead. 

The confidence of doubting Thomases were restored by Governor 
Culberson’s refusal to interfere with a fight between two local celeb- 
rities, Billy Jordan and Fred Ross, which took place last week just 
south of San Antonio, This affair was really held for the purpose of 
testing the Governor's feelings. It was extensively advertised, due 
notice of its occurrence reached the Chief Executive of the State in 
time for any intended action, the Sheriff of the County was apprised 
of it also, and nothing was done. 

The latest legal opinion on the status of prize fighting emanatest 
from ex-Cireuit Judge Charles F. Ticker, who for many years sat 
upon the bench and greatly distinguished himself for his legal abil- 
ity, and who is regarded as having one of the clearest legal minds 
in Texas. He interprets the law governing prize fighting as follows: 

“The last Legislature adopted a new criminal code, in which it 
made prize fighting a misdemcanor punishable with a fine of not less 
than $500 or more than $1,000 and imprisonment for thirty days. 
This law went into operation July 29, just passed. 

“That Legislature also subsequently passed a Civil Code, and it 
enacted that a fight may take place by taking out a license at §500. 
This law goes into effect Sept. 1, or thirty days before the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons contest. 

“There is no doubt our Supreme Court will hold that this is or 
will be the law after September 1. The Civil Code was adopted 
last, and therefore takes precedence over the other." 

This opinion, or rather statement of facts, about these laws is con- 
curred in by every lawyer in Dallas who has read them, and it will 
be seen there is no power to prevent the fight taking place.

The excitement about the probable location of 
the ring seems to be giving the two contestauts less to think about 
than anybody else Fitzsimmons, in an interview the other day, 
said : 

“I don't want to do the slightest thing that will tend to throw 
cold water on the Dallas club. I have signed to fight for their 
$41,000 purse, and I mean to fullfil my part of the contract, provid- 
ing they find a place where the contest can be pulled off, be it in 
Texas, Mexico or South Africa, Still, I have some hopes of the 
fight being pulled off in Dallas, as Dan Stuart, if I am not very 
much mistaken, rather impressed me with the fact that his club had 
procured a license from the authorities for the contest and that they 
will bring the affair off at any cost. I intend communicating with 
him at once on the subject, and will continue training till the match 
is declared off by the Dallas club. Then I will be prepared to fight 
Jim Corbett, and I want this statement to go on record. I will fight 
him at any place, any time, any style and in any part of the world 
for the $20,000 stake money, even with bare knuckles, if he wishes 
it. This goes, and he or his backers dare not make me live up to 
this statement. We must fight; if not in public, why then in pri- 
vate. I believe that a fight between us could be arranged to take 
place on a boat, with not more than ten men present. Of course, I 
would much prefer a fight in public, as I'age uot indifferent to win- 
ning a good sicel purse, or I will go to Engtabd and fight before the 
Nattonal Sporting Club, or any other one over there who will bid 
for the contest, or I am willing to draw the stakes and fighter a 
purse alone. I am told that a forty-round contest—scientific contest 
for points—can be pulled off. If this be true, then I will agree to 
such an agreement, as I want to fight with Corbett. I have been 
getting the worst of this racket ever since this match was made. 
Many sporting writers have been pounding me—for what? Because 
T have confidence enough in myself to believe that I can beat the 
champion. Some of them went so far as to say that I would never 
get in the ring to face him; that I would feign illness or meet with 
some accident to prevert my appearance. Well, if this battle can't 
come off in public they will have to eat crow, for I will be ready to 
Stick to this statement, and what's more, it can't be settled too soon 
for me. One day, one week or one month, it makes no difference to 


me how soon Corbett wants to fight, but fight he must, as I intend to | 


have this championship settled before the snow flies.” 

When Corbett read the above he mildly ventured the opinion that 
anybody who rated Fitzsimmons at any other estimate than a game 
man was an ass. He expressed the sincere belief that Fitz is honest 
in his desire to fight, and Corbett realizes that in him he will have 
an opponent of a different calibre to the man who faced him in the 
ring at Jacksonville, Fia., on that memorable 25th day of January 

“Fitz is no more anxious to have this thing settled than [. I am 
on record as Geclaring my willingness to go anywhere to fight and I 
think if it came tos show down I'd be the first on the spot even if

we'll have to go any farther than Dallas. Those people down there 
know what they're about, and it's hardly likely they would go so 
deep inte an affair of chance. 

“So faras Fitzasmmous declaring that he would fight for the 
stake money alone, | am not iu this game for my bealih, and want 
to make all I can out of it, but Fitz cannot make any proposition 
about the money end of this fight that will not suit me. I have the 
utmost confidence in my ability to win and have no hesitancy about 
telling my friends that I will be in the ring on the day of the fight, 
ready and able to add another scalp to my belt."

In a recent account of Bob Fitzsimmons’ 
training course there isan item which states that the phenomenal 
middleweight punches the flying ball for ten minutes each day with 
a three-pound dumb-beil in each hand. Knocking the ball about for 
ten minutes at a stretch, even with empty or gloved hands, is some- 
thing more than most people have a proper idea of who have not 
tried to perform the feat, but doing the same thing with the hands 
weighted with dumb-bells as heavy as these named, and going 
through the exercise with the precipitate euergy that Fitz is used to 
employ in his method is a very trying ordeal for any man's arms. 
The idea of Fitz in the new wrinkle is not hard to see; he judges that 
if he can bring himself to chasing the sphere fast and bard with the 
arms handicapped with such a load, he can do it infinitely faster 
when that load is removed. Various experiments from time to time 
in general athletics have provel that his hypothesis is a shadow.

States without provoking one of the t of criticism 
that is being fired at the Lone Star State for its connection with the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons affair. The Dallas News makes a satirical 
comparison between Boston and Dallas, as follows: 

**Boston is alleged to be the birthplace of culture, the home of re- 
finement and the Athens of the new world. There, it has been al- 
leged, for lo! these many years, liberty was cradied, The Puritans 
landed in the vicinity of Boston, and what goes in biue-stocking 
Boston is generally supposed to be all right. The blue laws had 
their origin in Massachusetts, and many of those scif-same laws are 
to be found on the statutes of the Old Bay State to-day. However, 
glove ountests go in Boston. Athletics are popular, and the athletic 
fever appears to be on the increase. George Dixon is the fteather- 
weight champion of the world. He ranks as high in bis class as docs 
James J. Corbett in the heavyweight class. He has never been best- 
ed. Wednesday night in Boston, under the shadows of Faneuil! 
Hall, the champion and Johnny Connolly, the ex-champion, met in 
the ring for a 25-round contest. George Dixon won on a foul in the 
fourth round. There were other events in which well-known boxers 
participated. There was no interference by the authorities. In fact 
there is no instance on record where glove contests have been pro- 
hibited in Boston, the home of beans, blue stockings, blue blood and 
culture, Attention is directed to this glove carnival at Boston for 
the reason that many well-disposed persons evidently believe that 
glove contests never take place outside of Texas.”

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Talk about the bag-punching championship 
has taken tangible form at last. The Pocrce Gazerte has offered a 
gold challenge medal valued at §250 in competition, and the rules 
governing its disposition may be found in another column. I pre- 
dict that the game will develop ere long into one of the most at- 
tractive features of the boxer's art. Punching the bagis a sport that 
involves all the tricks of a genuine battle. There are the same 
feints, leads, hooks and counters that a boxer employs against a hu- 
man adversary. There is nothing in a bag-punching exhibition 
_ that the most fastidious person could object to, and for that reason I 
opine that it wil) sooner or later find its way into the most select 
gymnastic or athletic entertainments. 

I am in hopes that the winning of the medal in the first competi- 
tion to be held at the Academy of Music, New York, on Aug. 19, 
will bring about a series of matches involving the capabilities of 
such recognized good bag punchers as Bob Fitzsimmons, Jim Cor- 
bett, Tommy Ryan, Jimmy Handler, etc. The lack of a money in- 
centive is all that keeps them out, but I understand that each of 
them can be backed for $500 in a match or a series of matches. 

Referring to the rules governing the game I am frank to admi 
that a vast improvement might be made, but the natural tendency 
of man to be modest has made it difficult for me to get opinions and 
suggestions from the only men whose capabilities at ball punching 
justifies them in having a say. While they seem to know a whole 
lot about the practical end of the game, and have a knowledge of 
how to please their spectators, they seem to be absolutely at a loss 
to tell what they deem necessary to bring the scientific possibilities 
of the game up to a standard of perfection. So I have been groping 
blindly, hoping that the first tournament will show us something 
upon which to base rules for future use.
